JEFFERSON CITY. Mo., May 21.— 
Representatives from banks in all 
parts of the state were here today 
submitting bids to State Treasurer 
L. D. Thompson for parts of the $12,- 
000,000 surplus state funds, which 
are to be let for the unexpired por­ 
tion of the contracts of many of the 
state depositories, which have refus­ 
ed to accept their full quota of the 
state funds let in February, 1921. 
When the state funds were let in 
1921 they were let by eightieths, 
which Is provided by law, and one- 
eightieth then amounted to $150,000. 
Through the sale of the soldier bonus 
and road bonds the surplus of ap­ 
proximately $12,000,000 has accrued, 
according to State Treasurer Thomp­ 
son. This surplus has increased one- 
eightieth from $150,000 to $330,000 
and as a result about 34 of the 41 
state depositories have refused to ac­ 
cept the one-eightieth at the present 
amount of $330,000, Mr. Thompson 
said. 
A hill was passed by the legisla­ 
ture fixing one-eightieth at $150,000 
but was vetoed by Governor Hyde, 
who declared that the bill attempted 
to permit the banks to abrogate their 
state contracts by subterfuge. 
This bill w’ould have settled the 
controversy, 
according 
to 
State 
Treasurer Thompson, w*ho said that 
an agreement had been signed by vir­ 
tually all of the state depositories to 
take the eightieths at $250,000 each. 
Attorney General Jesse W. Barrett 
held in an opinion that the surplus 
funds were to be let for the unexpir­ 
ed terms of the 1921 contracts to new* 
bidders. 
Bids were received until I 
p. rn. today and the awards will prob­ 
ably be announced late today or to­ 
morrow’, according to state treasurer 
Thompson. 
Only seven of the forty-one state 
depositors have fulfilled their con­ 
tracts and have taken the eightieths 
at the present amount of $350,000, 
Mr. 
Thompson 
said.

The surplus funds have 
been held temporarily by a number 
of banks in St. Louis and Kansas 
City.

BODY OF SLAIN 
ENVOY INTERRED

MOSCOW, May 21.—The body of 
\ aslav \ orovsky, the Soviet repre­ 
sentative at the Lausanne 
confer­ 
ence. who was assassinated on May 
IO, was buried last evening beside 
the walls of the h*stc~lc Kremlin. 
A 
crowd htat packed the great square 
and overflowed into the streets 
be­ 
yond, gathered in the bright 
sun­ 
shine of the summer afternoon 
to 
witness the simple communist cere­ 
mony. 
His grave is beside that of 
John 
Reed, former leader of the 
com­ 
munist 
party 
of 
America. 
There 
was no religious note to the cere­ 
mony, but when the interment was 
completed the grave 
was 
heaped 
high with wreaths given by Russian 
government institutions and many of 
the foreign nations represented at 
Moscow. 
Tribute to the dead was paid by 
Acting Premier Kameneff. 
Foreign 
Minister Tchitcherin and M. Zlno- 
vieff, chairman of the executive com­ 
mittee of the Third Internationale. 
More than IOO persons escorted 
the body from the railroad station tJ 
the square. 
The oak casket rested 
on a brilliant white catafalque drawn 
by black horses in red harness and 
followed by three caits heaped with 
Cowers.

PARIS, May 21.—French musicians 
have opened a fight against free wire­ 
less broadcasting of concerts such as 
are carried on chiefly by the govern­ 
ment station in the Eiffel Tower. The 
Paris orchestra, one of the leading 
musical organizations, refused flatly 
to allow the wireless world to listen 
in at its last concert. 
The Union of Dramtic and Lyric 
Artists, which includes opera singers 
and the “syndicate 
of 
musicians,” 
have instructed their members to re­ 
fuse to allow* the transmission of con­ 
certs unless the performers are paid. 
Well known 
orchestras, singers 
and players say they do not need 
such 
advertising, while the lesser 
lights complain it is not good adver­ 
tising, because their singing or play­ 
ing usually is distorted by the wire­ 
less. Their principal objection, how­ 
ever, is: “The people won’t take the 
trouble to come to hear us, or pay 
for seats if they can hear comfortably 
at home for nothing.”

A ^ ACTIVE adult needs for din- 
A * Der from twelve to fifteen 
hundred calories; from the follow­ 
ing list he may choose a well-bal­ 
anced meal as easily as he chooses 
food from a menu card: 
One cupful of clear soup; one- 
haJf cupful of cream soup such as* 
corn, asparagus, spinach or tomato, 
and potato, all one-hundred-calorie 
portions. Bean, pea or lentil soup 
three-fourths of a cupful, one-hun­ 
dred-calorie portions. 
Beef stew*, 
one-half cupful; steak or roast 
four by one and one-half inches; 
one-half cupful of macaroni and 
cheese; rice with cheese, one-half 
cupful; nut loaf, one-fourth cupful; 
small cake of homburg steak, bean 
stew*, one-half cupful; all one hun­ 
dred calories. 
Spinach, onions, tomatoes, tur­ 
nips and other succulent vegetables, 
one-half cupful equals fifty calories; 
when the vegetable is creamed, for 
every one-fourth cupful of white 
sauce add one hundred calories. 
One 
baked 
or 
boiled 
potato, 
medium-sized and one-half cupful 
of 
scalloped 
or 
mashed 
potato 
equals one hundred calories. 
Starchy desserts of rice, tapioca 
or cornstarch, one-fourth cupful; 
fruit whip, one cupful; fruit gela­ 
tins or desserts, one-half cupful; 
all one hundred calories. 
Now, from the above we may 
choose one and one-half cupfuls of 
cream of celery soup, one and one- 
half cupfuls of beef stew, one cup­ 
ful of mashed turnips, two large 
baked potatoes, two tablespoonfuls 
of butter, four slices of bread, 
cornstarch pulling, one-ljalf cupful!
